Blend flour and butter smoothly 
and make a smooth sauce with the 
hot milk. When this thickens add 
the cubed cheese and set the sauce

I am convinced that not a little 
of the student-reluctance to take 
military training in college is due 
to the educational backwardness 
of the training procedure.

In the Interest of an adequate 
supply of superior reserve officers, 
we could well afford to think less 
of compulsion and more of con­ 
tagious appeal. 
A study made in 1927 shows that 
in colleges and universities hav­ 
ing compulsory military training 
about 17 per cent of the student» 
taking the basic course go on to 
take the advanced course, while

about 32 per cent of the students 
taking the basic course go on to 
take the advanced course.

words students who 
take military training from their 
own choice are almost twice as 
likely to go on for advanced work 
in military science as are students 
who are compelled to take mill» 
tary training.

The Detroit City Council has announced its freedom from 
entangling mathematical alliances. 
It has passed a resolution 
proposing to “ relieve unemployment” by the simple device of
